According to Glen Matthews, a 
wildlife biologist with the Wildlife 
Division of the Department of Natu- 
ral Resources, it is stating the obvi- 
ous to say that pelicans in northern 
Michigan are rather uncommon. 

But around Lake Charlevoix the 
last week or so, it has become more 
common, as a pelican has been 
sighted both in Boyne City and East 
Jordan. 

In fact, American White Pelicans 
are native to the northern Great Plains 
and nest in colonies in inland lakes, 
even into Canada. They are occasion- 
ally seen on the shores of Lake Michi- 
gan and other freshwater lakes. 

According to Matthews, there is a 
growing population of pelicans on the 
west coast of Lake Michigan, in the 


Green Bay, Wis. area, and the big. 


birds do seem to be expanding east- 
ward. 

The pelicans seen in Boyne City 
and East Jordan are one and the same

bird, according to Glen McCune, a 
naturalist and wildlife artist, who res- 
cues and releases wild animals and 
birds. He was given the pelican after 
it was seen in Boyne City, apparently 
in distress. McCune spent about four 
days feeding the pelican until it was 
strong and able to fly well, and then 
released it. Shortly thereafter it 
showed up in East Jordan. 

The bird, whose gender is un- 
known, is a juvenile, McCune said. 
He said the pale brown feathers on 
the birds wings indicate that it hatched 
this year, probably as late as June, and 
is already full-size. 

The pelican is, McCune said, beg- 
ging for food on Lake Charlevoix, and 
has grown quite tame, taking fish 
from fishermen. It will display juve- 
nile behavior when begging. stretch- 
ing out its wings in an effort to look 
larger, giving the message, “I’m the 
biggest. feed me first.” 

The DNR had gotten a report of a 
pelican in distress, Matthews said.

Little Mossback Amelia walks again 


Last Thursday, dozens of eighth-graders trekked 
through the Chandler Hills woods, sometimes 
barefoot, eating venison jerky for sustenance, and 
following the picnic trail of Little Mossback 


Amelia. 


“Mossback” was the name given to Michigan 
pioneers, including the family of Little Mossback 
Amelia, the child pioneer who grew up to be 
Amelia Kaden. Amelia lived with her parents and 
siblings on a woodland homestead on what is now 
Fraley Rd. in the Chandler Hills area. White Moss- 
back was probably a derogatory name given to 
these hardy pioneers, Amelia's own father said that 
he liked being one, and Amelia agreed. 

Kaden was memorialized in a book by Horton 
Bay author Frances Margaret Fox, who had Kaden 
as a Natural Science teacher when she attended 


Cheboygan High School. 


Amelia had come with her parents to'live in the . 
fofthem Michigan woods when she was only six 
years old, and there she lived for nearly six years, 
learning from a homesteading life lessons that she 
would carry into adulthood and her teaching career.

a EJ educators use 
variety of strategies 
to reach students 


Recently, East Jordan sixth-grade 
language arts teacher, Wendy Crick. 
was asked to testify in Lansing be- 
fore the Early Childhood Develop- 
ment Committee about Evidence 
Based Literacy Instruction, one strat- 
egy employed by educators to teach 
students how to read. 

Starting with elementary school, 
educators in East Jordan are using 
various teaching and assessment tools 
to ensure that their students are per- 
forming at appropriate grade levels, 
providing enrichment opportunities 
for students who are reading one or 
more grades above their grade level, 
and targeting the specific needs of stu- 
dents reading below grade level. 

Marie Haley, the East Jordan El- 
ementary School reading specialist, 
works specifically with those students 
who read below grade level, and also 
provides training to teachers on iden- 
tifying the needs of below grade level 
readers and honing in on certain ar- 
eas of need, such as fluency or com- 
prehension. 

“We really work as a team here 
— teachers, administrators, com- 
munity members, parents and 
school board to teach literacy,” 
Haley said, citing parent 
volunteerism, and the role admin- 
istration plays in continuing educa- 
tion for staff. “The last couple of 
years, we have really focused on 
reading and writing at this school.” 

Cal Prins, elementary principal, 
said that educators show the impor- 
tance of reading and writing in three 
ways: the time, training and resources 
that educators are provided with to 
accomplish litéracy in their class- 
tooms. * 

The teachers use an assessment tool 
called the Developmental Reading 
Assessment, which helps with both 


immediate student evaluation and — 


longitudinal tracking of student 
achievement. 
“Everyone works together,” Haley 
said. The methods used are consistent 
between classrooms and grade levels. 
Different'staff members are using the 
same “data pieces,” as well as‘using 


informal observations i in classrooms.’ 


“Our goal is to be purposeful and to 
be focused on what we’re doing.” 


The elementary school uses a strat- .. 
" egy called Four-Blocks, or Balanced 


Literacy, based on research regarding

Camp Daggett celebrates 80 years 


Camp Daggett turned 80 this year, and is 
celebrating its birthday on Sunday, Oct. 16, 
from noon to 5 p.m., with campers, friends 
and Camp family of all ages coming to relive 
childhood memories. 

Some things have changed: older camp- 
ers didn’t have the climbing wall or rope 
courses. Neither were the fabulous lodge or 
year-round staff part of the scenery at camp. 
But some things never change. 

“The other fellow first,” is the motto that 
Camp Daggett started with, when boys slept 
on double-decker bunk beds in Army sur- 
plus tents at camp, and it is still the motto, 
though campers are now snug in sturdy cab- 
ins built one after the other over the years. 
The changes are the result of donations from 
individuals and service groups. 

When Lou Hankey of Petoskey came to 
camp, at the ages of 13 and 14, in the 1920s, 
and then again the next couple years as a 
“tent leader,” Camp Daggett was still a 
boy’s camp, started by Walter J. MacMillan 
— known by all as Mac. 

“My greatest memory is of Mac,” Hankey 
said. “He did more for the young men of 
Petoskey than any other man did in his life. 

“He was very religious, but he didn’t wear 
it on his sleeve. He just sort of imbued us 
with the idea that you do good to other 
people,” Hankey, now 92, said. 

MacMillan was hired as a Physical Edu- 
cation teacher by the Petoskey Public 
Schools, and part of his role was to run a 
summer boys camping program. From the 
very beginning it was a labor of love for 
Mac, and the campers knew it. 

The motto was, according to Hankey, “in- 
stilled in people through MacMillan. He 
was a believer in that kind of action. He 
believed in all the great things in life — 
how to treat people. That’s the way he was 
himself, that kind of man,” Hankey said. 
“He was wonderful to be around.” 

Hankey was what Mac would have called 
“my early boys,” but within a couple of 
years of Camp Daggett's inception, it was 
opened to girls as well. In those days the 
boys and girls camps were conducted sepa- 
rately, This helped facilitate Hankey's least 
favorite part of camp. 

“IT hated getting out of a warm bed and 
jumping in cold Walloon Lake without a suit 
or anything,” Hankey said. “That would 
chill you.” 

Still, he loved camp —— a sentiment that 
was echoed by Betty Kelts of Boyne City. 

“I was always there for a month at a

time,” Kelts said. “My parents ran the Red 
Fox Inn (in Horton Bay), so I think they 
wanted to get rid of me.’ 

But joking aside, she said she loved camp. 
Especially Mac. 

“The head was Mr. MacMillan from Pe- 
toskey —- we called him Mac,” she said. 
“He put me in charge of the kids that were 
having a a hard time — to comfort them.” 

Years later, Kelts’ memories of camp 
were so happy that she sent her own chil- 
dren to Camp Daggett. Her daughter Janet 
loved camp as welt — although she said she 
cried for her mommy every night. But Kelts 
knew that there would be a plan for home- 
sick campers, even as there was when she 
was there. 

“They had well-organized activities. They 
had a lot of them — handicrafts, baseball, 
teaching things,” she said. 

Hankey remembers those things, too. 

“Very few kids had ever gone camping 
before. The boys were very interested in 
Camp Daggett —- baseball, basketball, 
swimming — it was a great asset to the Pe- 
toskey area,” he said. “All the boys I knew 
felt the same way about it I did.” 

Hankey returned for a visit, after all these 
years. 

“Tt went back a couple years ago. It has 
changed tremendously, of course. There are 
cabins, a basketball court, wall-climbing. 
All done by donations,” he said. 

“The other fellow first” has followed 
campers throughout their lives, and alurnni, 
community members and service groups 
have put their money where their mouth is, 
building on the foundation of Camp Daggett 
with donations and hard work. 

Barbara MacMillan Post was one and a 
half when her parents began to spend their 
summers at camp. Her mother was Mac’s 
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— Barbara MacMillan Post, 
Daughter of Camp Daggett founders 


“silent partner,” Post said, performing sec- 
retarial and book-keeping duties, and rais- 
ing two daughters in a tent many summers, 
while Mac cheerfully undertook what Post 
said he considered his “mission.” 

“We were there when there were out- 
houses, no electricity, no refrigeration other 
than the brook — it was 1939 when elec- 
tricity came to that area,” she said. “We 
gradually watched camp grow from noth- 
ing to what it is now. 

“Dad envisioned it all — the year-round 
camp. We used to. stand there and look it 
over and think, ‘How could we make this 
work to make it year-round?’ He would just 
be delighted,” Post said. “This whole 
project has been a community thing. It re- 
ally has been built by the gifts and love of 
people.” 

Post grew up at Camp Daggett, moving 
from a child underfoot to a legitimate 
camper, to a tent leader to an administrator. 
She was close to her father and liked work- 
ing with him at Camp. 

“My dad was a Christian,” she said. “He 
would not ask anyone to do anything that 
he wasn’t willing to do himself. You would 
find him in the midst of things. He was so 
dedicated, he was so focussed.” 

Post believes those things contributed to 


Camp Daggett’s success. An unsalaried po- 


sition in the early years, by the time Mac 
retired in 1954, his daughter said he had 
been earning an annual salary of $1,000 for 
several years. 

And so, ona foundation of love and com- 
mitment, and of putting the other fellow 
first, Camp Daggett has made it to 80. 
Camp historian Jerry Donnelly said that 
the 80 is somewhat misleading: in 1945, 
in the midst of World War II, camp was 
canceled. There were no available coun-

see, much less read? It is no longer innocuous to see,

letter to the editor. 

Worse yet are the 
days when I can’t 
get anything at ali,

the editor (1 am ever 
hopeful) or press releases I am missing? 

Every single thing we do at the newspaper is on the 
computer. The photos are on the computer. The sto- 
ries are typed and saved on the computer. The copy 
(that’s shoptalk for stories, as opposed to pictures or 
ads) and photos are sent to the “ftp” site. 

I see the ftp site as some kind of cosmic file cabinet. 
] put my copy and photos, neatly labeled with the is- 
sue number, type and title of the story, and someone at 
another office opens up the file drawer and removes 
the stuff I have put in there to use in laying out the 
paper. I then drive to that office and do the copy edit- 
ing. It isn’t perfect, but for the time being, it works. 

A side complaint about computers: they spell check 
for you, but they don’t accept a word like, say, 
“BOYNE,” for instance. My spell checker wants to 
change that every single time. It suggests that I meant 
to spell bone? Or boyle? Bore, perhaps? Surely I don’t 
actually mean Boyne. I know what you are thinking: 
you think I could add Boyne to my computer’s dictio- 
nary, and save myself some time, But mine is a steam- 
driven model, I am afraid, and while I am sure it once 
did, it no longer takes instruction well, and is 
unamenable to change. So I patiently tell it over and 
over again that I actually-did-mean-boyne-thank-you- 
very-much. 

Computers. Take last Monday, for instance. I was 
finished with my stories, and was putting in last minute 
items like Nancy’s Neighbors column and the Boyne 
City police report. I was just about ready to go over to 
another prehistoric computer and move everything for 
the paper onto the ftp site, when half the building lost 
power. The half containing my computer, naturally. 

T may have been irretrievably lost, but this is why 
we have an office manager. Ours, Jeannie Stetz, sug- 
gested I plug my computer into one of the outlets on 
the other half of the room. This I did, and then quickly 
moved everything I had ready over to the ftp site, which 
was, in fact, everything except a few photos I needed 
to scan. 

And then the rest of the power went out. There were 
power company trucks and fire trucks. It wouldn’t have 
been looking good for last week’s paper, except that I 
already got almost everything into that cosmic file 
cabinet. I honestly do not know what we would have 
done. 

(Of course J thought we were sunk when the first 
half the power went out, so Jeannie probably would 
have thought of something.) 

It gets frustrating. But still. I don’t have ink-stained 
fingers. I am not up at midnight and after the night 
before we go to press, literally cutting and pasting copy, 
ads and pictures, creating a great paper puzzle on light 
tables in a back room somewhere. I get short-tempered 
with my computer. I don’t love it. I could live without 
it, I swear. 

But my job would be harder, and I wouldn*t have 
easy access to friends in England and family in Bra- 
zil, or my kids in Chicago and California. 

So maybe I could, but I don’t know that I want to 
live without a computer, anymore. In fact, I suspect 
that complaining is all just part of the fun. I find my- 
self talking to it, back here in my cave, complaining at

“What often happens 
this time of year with birds, 
is we get reports of birds 
in distress. Often these 
birds are young, on their 
Own, and they can’t find 
enough to eat.- 

“They get ran down, and 
in some cases die, or are 
eaten by predators,” he 
said. “They may be dis- 
persing juveniles, but I 
don’t know that to be true.” 

McCune also could only 
guess what happened to 
this pelican — but some- 
thing happened. It got 
weak, perhaps, or tired. 
Somehow it got separated 
from the other birds. Peli- 
cans are flocking birds and 
American Whites hunt in a 
flock, not diving for fish as 
some species do. They will 
make a line, and will move 
a school of minnows into 
the shallows where they 
can surround them and 
feed. McCune said that this 
pelican is adopting people 
as a food source. 

“{ am torn on this — it is 
sort of conditioning him to 
be fed,” McCune said, and 
in general this is not a good 
thing for a wild animal. 
“But in this case, he may 
need it — it may be how he 
makes it south, stopping at 
piers and getting food.” 

The young pelican is in 
a risky position. There is. 
according to McCune, a 
sharp learning curve when 
the birds are young, upon 
which its survival depends. 

“He has got to work on his 
instincts and have some luck 


—and he’s already not mak- 
ing very good decisions,” 
McCune said. “It is a hard 
thing for humans to accept 
—~the survival of the species. 

“His best opportunity is 
out there, it isn’t in captiv- 
ity,” McCune said, adding 
that the pelican is either 
going to make it, or it isn’t. 
A lover of wild things, 
McCune said that he is con- 
stantly torn between the ef- 
fort to help and the end re- 
sult, asking himself, “Am I 
really doing good for the 
bird at this point? 

“If this was one of the last 
two birds on earth, heroic 
measures would be in order.” 

Working in the young 
pelican’s favor is its instinct 
for migration. 

“His hard-wired instinct 
is to fly south, and that’s 
what he will do. Typically, 
a young bird will tie into 
those deep instincts and 
fly,” said McCune. 

Neither McCune or 
Matthews felt that it was 
likely that the appearance 
of the pelican in the area 
had anything to do with 
hurricane activity, as the 
birds are already native, 
and do seem to be sighted 
on this side of Lake Michi- 
gan with greater frequency. 

Whatever brought it 
here. locals have enjoyed 
seeing and feeding the peli- 
can, reviving a poem attrib- 
uted variously to Ogden 
Nash and Dixon Lanier 
Merritt: 

“A wonderful bird is the 
pelican: his beak can hold 
more than his belly can..."

the many different ways students learn. 
These blocks are broken into teaching seg- 
ments, each of which last between 30 and 
45 minutes. 

The writing block involves an initial 
“mini lesson,” in which the teacher gives 
a quick lesson on a singte element of writ- 
ing — verb usage or sentence structure, 
for instance. The students finish up the 
session by practicing that particular skill. 

The Guided Reading block is teacher 
directed, with the students divided up into 
smal] groups according to targeted needs, 
These could vary from comprehension to 
high level reading skills. 

The Self-Selected Reading block 1s de- 
signed to encourage students to discover 
the joy and richness of reading. 

The Working with Words block targets 
technical reading skills and varies with 
grade level between such things as syl- 
labication, root words, suffixes and pre- 
fixes, segmenting, blending and rhyming. 

Each of the blocks can be personalized 
by the classroom teachers and other staff, 
who will direct the segments using a va- 
riety of creative ways to stimulate learn- 
ing. 

“The power of balanced literacy is that 
it’s a multi-pronged approach to reach 
kids,” Prins said. “We are spending two 
hours a day to teach kids to read.” 

Haley added, “We have Title I assis- 
tance for those students that need extra 
help, or an Excel program for upper level 


kids. The more you understand, the more 
you are driven to find solutions.” 

Prins admitted that in the past, there 
have been students that have slipped 
through the cracks in the system, and feels 
that the data helps prevent that now, by 
helping teachers know what intervention 
is needed and to continue to evaluate. stu- 
denis to ensure that the strategies are 
working. 

“In the past, there have been down-the- 
middle strategies that worked for many 
students. Now it’s not a down-the-middle 
approach. It’s very specific, based on 
each child’s data,” he said. “We are al- 
ways reevaluating and reassessing. If 
something’s not working, you do some- 
thing different.” 

Haley said the three goals are, to make 
all students successful, independent read- 
ers; to instill a desire and joy of reading so 
they will be life-long readers — “and not 
leave school knowing what an adjective 
is, but never picking up a book,” Haley said 
~— and; to teach students to know the sig- 
nificance and importance of reading. 

Still, some students enter the sixth grade 
without literacy skills that by that time are 
essential to every subject. Enter Wendy 
Crick. and the rest of the sixth-grade team. 
As a sixth-grade language arts teacher, 
Crick is a gateway person to the middle 
school, arid she does not want student slip- 
ping by her without reading fluently. 

Crick was recently asked to address the 
Michigan state legislature Early Child-

With the unique perspective of both a 
parent who has lived through the trial of 
a child who can’t read, and a teacher who 
is passionate about literacy, Crick brought 
EBLI to the East Jordan Middle School. 

“We spoke in front of the Early Child- 
hood Development Commission ... and 
told how EBLI had influenced and 
changes lives, and why we thought funds 
should be available for teachers to get the 
training if they wanted it,” Crick said. 
“Some people’s perspective is that it is 
forcing teachers to use only these strate- 
gies ... We want funding for training for 
just those teachers that want it.” 

There is currently a bill by representa- 
tive Dave Robertson that would allow 
Title 1 money to be used to fund EBL] 
training for the current year only. The 
Early Childhood Education Commission 
is looking into making that provision per- 
manent, and were looking for educator 
and parent input. Crick was joined by 
other professionals and parents with EBL] 
experience. 

Crick herself is sold on EBLI strategies, 
as she continues to see improvements in 
her students. 


“fn middle school, students are sup- 
posed to be writing a five-paragraph es- 
say, but if they’re reading ata second 
grade level, those writing skills aren tin 
place yet,” she said. “Being a solid reader 
is the foundation for all of the other lan- 
guage skills. : 

“Students aré learning the strategies, 
they are coming naturally and easily, and 
they (the students) are seeing the differ- 
ence themselves.” 

While Crick was using her class prepa- 
ration time, a special education student 
came in to show her the 100-percent he 
achieved on a spellirig test. He described 
the strategies he used to spell “staid” and 
“eight,” remembering different language 
patterns that make a long “a” sound. 

“If people lived my life,” Crick said 
when he left, “they would want to teach 
these strategies every day. | am stopped 
in the grocery store by parents with sto- 
ries, who are filled with love.” 

Crick’s passion for the subject of lit- 
eracy and for her students overflows. She 
is excited, she is enthusiastic and she loves 
coming to work. 

“This whole thing is from my heart,” 
she said. “It's total love. It’s done for the 
right reasons.” 

Literacy is critical to student achieve- 
ment, and achievement far beyond formal 
schooling. The dedication of passionate 
educators, such as Crick, Haley and Prins, 
is an important element of creating life- 
long learners and readers.

By this time, the original idea has evolved and 
been improved.on. 

At first, the walk was reversed, with students 
ending up at the homestead rather than starting 
there. The mossback homestead site is stil] 
marked, but only a pile of rocks indicates where 
Amelia’s family’s snug cabin in the woods once 
stood. It proved to be an antictimax to the stu- 
dents after making the long walk. 

“We came all this way to see a pile of rocks?” 
was a. common response to the so-called home- 
stead. So the teachers reversed the hike, starting 
this year at the old school house on Cobb Rd. Stu- 
dents were grouped into !0-member “families,” 
each with a family leader and an injured member, 
They were instructed to stay with their families at 
all times, and the family groups were staggered 
in their starting times. Families were allowed to 
make the trek at their own pace, including over- 
taking other families, provided each group stayed 
intact, 

Students picked up their food at the mossback 
homestead (now the site of a modular home, as well 
as the infamous pile of rocks). The funch, which 
included home-made jerky (made by custodian Bob 
Peck), came wrapped in cloth and twine, which the 
students were encouraged to hang on to — in case 
they needed it later in the journey. Next stop was 
the’ hay bale hill, where tamilies hauled a hay bale 
up a steep and sandy incline. At the next stop, stu- 
dents tred their hand at archery, and the next leg of 
the journey was taken without socks and shoes. 
There was a fire-starting station, where students 
had to start a fire using flint, and then the pre-se- 
lected family member was injured and had to be 
transported. Finally, the group crossed the river. 
earning points for maintaining dry clothes. 

Points are an important element of all these sta- 
tions. The hay bale earns each 100 if it is gotten 
to the top of the hill. There are points for giving 
archery a try, a point per family member that walks 
barefoot, points for starting a fire. and another 100 
for getting that injured family member from one 
station to the next. In addition, families can earn 
one point per member dressed in period clothing 
— including two dresses teacher Amelia Ryan's 
mother made her for her home town bicentennial.

and which she now lets the students wear. 

Along the way, students get to make ice cream 
and cider, have gunny sack races and watch soap- 
making (taking home a fragrant sample). They 
twine bracelets, play Mumblie Peg and marbles, 
stop for a pictograph and get a lesson on horses 
from Ryan, who makes the trip from the back of a 
patient and child-loving horse. 

“Every year its a little different. It’s continuing 
to evolve — we think of something every year to 
kind of tweak it,” Ryan said. Other years have 
included cooking over a fire, a steamboat ride, 
basket making, spinning wool and other activi- 
ties related to homesteading and/or Amelia’s own 
experience. Amelia’s picnic day was made per- 
fect, for instance, by a ride on a small steamboat 
on Walloon Lake. | 

There is a lot of teamwork involved: in addi- 
tion to Peck’s contribution of jerky, culinary stu- 
dents make the other lunch food. Jeff Gaither 
brings his father’s cider press, Dave Wilson makes 
soap. Custodian Dave Dipzinski brought along his 
guitar and sang songs. The eighth-grade teachers 
integrate the day into their lessons and all get out 
to help with the hike, parents of past and present 
students stay involved. 

The lessons in the field day are abundant. 
Oblivious to the math of family point computa- 
tions, the inherent social studies. natural science 
and literature lessons, the students just love the 
adventure. 

“It’s very holistic.” Ryan said. “But they don’t 
look at it as learning, they see it as something fun 
to do. 

“We've never had a bad day (on the hike) — 
even when it’s raining. I love to see the kids out- 
side the building. You see another side of the kids 
— that’s what I like. And they see another side of 
us,” she added. 

“It puts a different perspective of us, of them, 
and of learning,” Ryan said. 

Little Mossback Amelia’s family went back to 
their home state of Ohio when she was 12. leay- 
ing the big woods of northem Michigan behind. 
But Amelia returned to live and work in the north 
as an adult, and she left a legacy of Icarning that 
out-reached her own classroom, and the class- 
rooms at Boyne City Middle School.

Board unanimously approves revision 


Members of the Board of Health last week 
adopted, by unanimous vote, a revised clean 
indoor air regulation that addresses concerns 
expressed by businesses during a public hear- 
ing held in late Sept. The revised “Public Health 
Clean Indoor Air Regulation of 2005” protects 
non-smoking employees from exposure to sec- 
ondhand smoke — which numerous scientific 
studies have shown to cause cancer and heart 
disease in non-smokers — in most public and 
private businesses in Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet, and Otsego Counties. 

After hearing testimony from businesses 
objecting to some items in the proposed regu- 
lation, members of the Board of Health ap- 
proved permitting smoking in certain situations 
at the worksite, as long as non-smokers are not

exposed to secondhand smoke. 

“This is exactly the way the process is sup- 
posed to work,” said Gerald Chase, health of- 
ficer for the Northwest Michigan Community 
Health Agency, who presented the recom- 
mended revisions. “‘The Board of Health lis- 
tened to the community and have addressed 
many of their concerns with a workplace smok- 
ing regulation that makes sense in northwest 
Michigan.” 

The regulation permits smoking in businesses 
that employ one employee and in vehicles used 
by one employee at a time. The regulation also 
allows a business to provide an approved des- 
ignated smoking room that is ventilated so that 
non-smokers are not endangered. 

“The smoking regulation was never about 


getting smokers to quit. Smoking is a personal 
choice. We take our responsibility to protect 
public health very seriously and secondhand 


smoke is a major cause of preventable disease’ 


in northern Michigan. This regulation will save 
lives,” Chase said. 

Chase will be presenting the proposed regu- 
lation at upcoming ineetings of county boards 
of commissioners in Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan. Emmet and Otsego Counties. It 
will become effective 60 days following ap- 
proval by the final county board.
